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CANOEING/KAYAKING 


he canoe enjoys a special place in Ontario's heritage. And what both the 

Aboriginals and Voyageurs discovered about the canoe and the waters of 
Ontario is as true today as it has always been. Ontario's lakes and rivers offer 
the best routes, and in some areas the only routes to take. 


And while the cargo has changed from beaver pelts and furs to lightweight tents 
and wilderness survival supplies, the canoe remains as adaptable as ever. 


Restricted only by your preference and the level of your skills (waterfalls and the 
power of the fiercest rapids aside), the kayak and canoe can find their way on 
lakes and rivers across Ontario. Tour well-travelled routes. Discover the solitude 
of a wilderness that remains so unchanged that you almost expect to see a dozen 
fur-clad trappers paddling furiously back to some long-abandoned trading post. 


An abundance of choice 


With over 250,000 lakes and more than a 100,000 kilometres of navigable rivers 
and streams to discover and explore, great canoeing and kayaking are available 
almost everywhere. Rentals are readily available for anyone wishing to canoe for 
a few hours, and numerous day packages are accessible. Planning ahead is 
advised, particularly if you are interested in complete outfitting, fully-guided 
tours, or you hope to canoe into restricted-access areas. These include 
Algonquin, Killarney, Frontenac and Quetico Provincial Parks with their 
exceptional canoeing. 


Guided tours are recommended as an introduction to canoe travel through 
remote wilderness areas or where challenging conditions exist. Guides can add a 
level of confidence and safety while you improve your skill levels in waters you 
would not normally tackle. Even if you are a novice, lessons to start you off in the 
right direction are available almost anywhere. 


While some provincial and national parks offer canoe routes, most routes are 
outside the parks on Crown lands of the North. Outside the parks, no fee is 
charged for canoe tripping, but a permit is required by non-residents of Canada 
for overnight camping on Crown lands north of the French-Mattawa Rivers. 
Please check with tourism publications or call for information. 


Popular canoeing areas include Temagami in Ontario's Near North, with over 
2,560 km (1,600 miles) of canoe routes winding around granite cliff faces, past 
300-year-old pines and abandoned mines. More adventures lie to the north, 
along the Route of the Voyageurs in Algoma Country, or along the great rivers 
flowing northeast into James Bay. 


Whatever level of effort and challenge is right for you, the best choice is here - in 
Ontario. 


The following listings are a guide to the numerous tours and canoe packages 
available in Ontario. Packages vary in length, location, degree of difficulty and 
services provided. Some operators offer additional choices. A second section 
indicates the location of canoe rentals in various levels. Suppliers listed here may 
offer basic canoe rentals (canoe, paddles and lifejackets), partial outfitting (basic 
canoe rentals plus minor tenting equipment) or complete outfitting (canoe rental 
plus complete tenting equipment plus food if desired).

Wi over 400,000 lakes and rivers, countless harbors, marinas and sailing 
clubs, Ontario is a sailor's dream. The welcome is always warm and the 
choice of where to sail almost endless . . . with peaceful lakes and rivers... with 
enough wind to take you through the day .. . and a full calendar of regattas and 
races. It's all right here in Ontario! 


The Great Lakes with its 274,000 km? (95,000 sq. miles) of open water can carry 
you almost half way across North America. Other major Ontario waterways 
include the Rideau and Trent-Severn Rivers, St. Lawrence Seaway, Georgian Bay 
and Lake of the Woods. 


The waters around Kingston lead you to the powerful St. Lawrence River and the 
historic routes of Canada's marine heritage. Here you can sail where trappers, 
settlers and traders first used the river to forge the links of trade and commerce 
between new world and old. 


Georgian Bay is a popular resort area and a sailor's paradise, complete with its 
own national park where you'll find rugged islands to explore. Inlets, bays and 
sheltered harbors run from the Lakelands region north along the shores of 
Rainbow Country where smaller boats can sail safely and the big boats can turn 
eastward to the waters of Lake Huron. Information on sailing in the Georgian Bay 
Islands National Park is available from the park's superintendent. 


Lake of the Woods in Sunset Country boasts a shoreline that twists and turns for 
104,000 km (65,000 miles). If that isn't enough to provide a few days of good 
sailing, Ontario's second largest inland lake offers detours around some 14,000 
islands: peace, solitude and beautiful days of clear sailing. 


The Rideau Canal System linking Ottawa with Lake Ontario and the St. Lawrence 
Seaway at Kingston in Ontario East, offers an interesting insight into nautical 
history. This 202-km (125-mile) chain of lakes and rivers joined by stretches of 
canal cuts, was built between 1826 and 1832. Access to the scenic lakes along 
its route is readily available. Take time out from sailing to visit one of many 
manual locks that are still operated in historical settings along the canal. A 
favorite location is the lock at Jones Falls where the carefully maintained 
buildings and period costumes turn’back time. 


These are just a few of the almost limitless range of choices that the province 
offers. All across Ontario you'll find exceptional sailing facilities for sailors of all 
levels. And whether you come “trailered” and ready needing only a place to 
launch, or require boat rentals or charters, the best fresh-water sailing of your life 
is here on the vast, sparkling waters of Ontario.

Running the rapids down a 14-km (8- 
mile) stretch of the Madawaska or challenging the high-volume waters of the 
magnificent Ottawa River is one Ontario adventure that has people coming back 
for more.
